far-siKhtednesa of tlio voting public. It 
waa rocognizud by tho nioat tlioughtfiil inox) 
that thio law did not pn.vido for what wo 
want. Tlieru is a lar^e auiount of public 
work to bo done in this city, and with- 
out doubt money will have to be borrowed 
to accomplish it, but a by-law to author- 
ize auoh a loan should be better iittod to 
meet the requirements than tho one just 
defeated. It failed in two particulars; 
first, in that it ilid not ask for half as 
much as would be required to perform tho 
difl'erent works named; and secondly, tlio 
amounts allotted to tlie sovcrul uses wore 
not proportiuimte. To iiccoiiiplisli .ill tho 
work requux'd, ^-100, QUO or t!r)00,00(' 
would be iioarei- tho iiiiiount. It would 
bu usoletia tu borrow lo.ss. 'I'hero w:ia ut- 
tuchcd to tho Unwi tho objection of in- 
creasod taxation; but iiuprovemeiita cuiuiot 
be made unless all are willing to bear their 
share of the burden. Hut it should be 
only their share. Before any debt is con- 
tracted by the city of Victoria a couiploto 
revision of the assessment roll should bo 
made to equalize the rates. The first re 
suit of this would probably be to increase 
the revenue to such an extent that funds 
would be forthcoming for much of the 
work required; and, secondly, it would 
abolish tho unjust systeui of t:ixiition 
whicli prevails under tho proaenl syHteni 
It is high time lliiil a new ta.\ acliedulo 
was made out. for Victori:>. Many ciliea 
rBviae tlinir list.s every yeiir or two, but 
though there have boon great changua in 
the value of property here, the rates re- 
main unchanged, and a huidownor who 
has improved his pr )pert,y is required to 
pay a penalty, as it wore, for his improve- 
ments, while the owner of the idle land 
next his own goes on paying the low rate 
of taxation imposed years ago, at the same 
time enjoying the increased value of his 
property caused by his neighbor's expen- 
diture. Lot there be a complete revision 
of the assessment roll to equalize rates so 
that enterprising men need not be un- 
fairly treated. When this has been done 
and an increased revenue obtainod, then 
let another loan be asked for which will 
be adequate to the purposes intended; and 
we feel certain that it would meet with 
the approval of the ratepayers. 

BOBBISH. 

An inspired article has appeared in 
Lloyd's Weakly, tho chief organ of the 
working classes, on the politics of the 
Prince of Wales. The writer aaya the 
Prince of Wales has no belief in the policy 
of eflfacement of tho empire and will not 
shrink, when necessary, from tho assertion 
of the extension of the imperial responsi- 
bilities, though opposed to aggression. 
Ho is, th(!refore, drawn to the Radi- 
cals, who have broken from the tradi- 
tions of the ManchoBter Feaco party. 
The article further recites that the heir- 
apparent to the throne of England, is n 
free-trader on principle and regrota the 
existence of a protection policy in fither 
countries, on the ground-s that hostile 
turifis beget other forma of international 
hostility. He considers that many of tlio 
ideas and plans now identified with so- 
cialism are thoroughly practical, (Jhriatian 
and constitutional. Res|)ecting forms of 
government he accepts tho Pope's dictum 
that what is best administered is a consti- 
tutional monarchy and tlia* it ia tho moat 
ecoraomical form of govormnent, because 
it keeps a check upon individual ambition, 
extravagance and jobbery. Tho republi- 
can idea, in the abstract, is very fascinat 
ing, but in practice delusive and o(iatly, 
through waste, and iinstftble, especially in 
its foreign pi'licy, which should be per- 
meated by a fixed principle common to all 
arties of the .State. Tlio I'rinco believes 
heSnglish monarchy will endure, because 
it is the nucleus of real republicaniam, 
having what other republics need -a 
center of gravity, apart from all, yet allied 
to all.

MOKNING SESSIOIT. 

The coniiiiissiunera took their seats at 
11 o'clock. 

Dr. llclnicken was tlrat examined. Uu 
stated that he had been in liritisli Colum- 
bia since 1850, during all of which tiiuo 
he had been practicing at bis profession, 
having a diploma from the Royal CoHolju 
of Surgeons, London. The Chinese im- 
migration commenced about ten years 
ago and was gradual, their numbers in- 
creasing as the demand increa.sed. As a 
medical man he had seen vury littlo of dis- 
eased Chinese. Iu answer to a riueatioii 
about leprosy ho said that ho did not 
think that he had seen more than _ two 
cases, one in an Indian before the Chinese 
arrived and the other in a Chinaman 
eight or ten years ago. With regard to 
the prisoner mentioned in the avidencu 
of ISupt. Bloomtield he was brought to 
jail for larceny and after bo arrived the 
Chinese said he had leprosy. Ho was 
there for some time when the ijuestioii 
arose about liberating him, and the Chi 
nese doctors were asked to see him. They 
gave certihcatcs that ho wa.s alU'cted with 
leprosy and on the strent;tli ol ibLse he 
was kept in prison. He himself expressed 
the opinion that nothing was the matter 
with him and he was shortly liburateil, 
and the last liu had heard of bun wa.s that, 
iiiornin^, when he was told that he was 
aL'aiu arre.-ited for larceny. Accurding tu 
the best medical authority leprosy wad not 
c'lnaidered a contaeious disea.se, so that 



ago, having found their way after the 
conatruution of the Central Pacific and 
other railwiiya in the states. Ho did not 
favor prohibition but did restriction. Ho 
tbouylit it iinpoaaiblo to build Up tho 
prosperity of any counLry with Chinese 
labor, as it diverted tho circulation of 
money from its legii miate channels. Mr. 
Dull described the dillieulties there was in 
ciiUectiiig the taxes, and although it was 
estimated that there were nearly 0,000 
Chinese, only 750 had paid tho taxes of 
which he was collector. He gave evidence 
in reference to the sanitary and moral 
condition of the Chinese, similar to that 
given by iSnpi rinteiident Ulooiiitield and 
other witnesses. It was his opiniou that 
the statement that hundreds were cor- 
rupted by the Chinese domestics was un- 
true. 

The attorney-general handed in a copy 
of tho evidence of the Fisgurd street 

murder case, which he thou;^hl would give 
an idea of the trouble the ^jovernment 
were put to in obtiiiniiig uvideiicu in Chin- 
use crimes. 

Mr. Je.Msup, tho Dominion government 
iiiimisziatioii ngent, was ncft oxaiiiiiied. 
He said that bis duties were to furni.ih 
infciriniit ion to those who wanted laud or 
work, wli.i npiilied iier.-ionally or in writ- 
ins; for .such. During the pa.st three or 
four mouths there liad been four or five 
hundred applications for work exclusively, 
principally from tho eastern prnvince.i 
and tho iifirlliwest. 'I'lioy cuine thinking 
to Liet work on the dry dock and island 
iMilw.iy, and were here with ainall means, 
t li ml; iiiL' to work and then settle on laiiil, 
.Many eioleavnreil lo ijet work in the dis 



as far as it was concerned hero ho tlioir,'lil j (nets about Yicturia, particularly at wood 
there was no danger from it.

was incurable and might go on for years, 
as it was insidious in its ap^jroach. Une 
form atl'ected the iiorvon.s system and an - 
other the skin, breaking .lut 111 sores.

It had dis- 
appeared from the greater part of Europe 
and more cases were Found in China and 
the East Indies, as it appeared to iipper- 
tam chietly to hot cmiiilries. lie said lluit 
if there were cirses of leprosy in the city I 
he sup[)osed they would be reported to 1 
the aulhorilies, the same as anmll-po.v or 
similar diseiises lie had boon the visit | 
ing physician of the prison ever mnce hia 
arrival in tho country, under the local | 
:.;overninent. It was there he had seen the 
ca.se of leprosy. There may 1 
c ises among the Chinese that wuro iiol 
known, but ho thought not, as (hey have 
a tear of tho disease and would likely 
nnike it known. He could not slate as tu 
the general health of the Ohinuse,it8 white 
doctors were never called in, but consider- 
ing tlie mortality among them he tlioui;lit 



of the population. In answer to a (jnestion 
of the chairman whether they were « 
danger to the morality oryeiienil prosper- 
ity of the country the doctor said that he 
thought the great objection to tho Cln- 
nuae was that they did not speiik Kiiglisb 
and by this they wore isolated from ihu 
rest. .Many thiiiu;a heard about Chinese 
and 3oine with .them about tliu whites, 
might not be strictly true fur this roasuii. 
I he next objection was that tho Ch iiosu 
would never defend the country. The 
ue.xt that their morals were Asiatio, but 
how much their morality would affect the 
white people ho did not know, but he 
thought not much, lie had not known 
tlio employ of Chinese domestic cor- 
rupted the morals of children. 'I'hey were 
fond of children and tool; good care of 
them where employed. There were no 
cases uf outrage among the Chinese such 
as those among the whites in the aoulhe.ii 
states. He thought the eiiiploymout of 
many things in the province, the iniuui- 
factories, the canneries, vegetable raising. 
He thought the Chinese ware a check on 
a monopoly in white labor. V\ here thuy 
were employed as domestic .servants the 
people hud come to tho belief that they 
could nut do without them. They ivoro 
intulligent in that capacity. There was 
little intercourse iii,any way between thom 
and the whites. They were regubxr 111 
their work, cared for their own amk and 
indigent and never begged from the 
whites, and they were in no way a burden 
on account of tlieir poverty. 

Commissioner tilray said that a com 
inuiiication had been received in which 
the Rtatements were made that thoy had 
introduced leprosy on this coast, and that 
many whites wore attlicted; that the \oiitli 
of this coast wero being oornipted and 
depraved by 'dioir people, and chat hun- 
dreds of men and women were lost by the 
opium habit, which was on the increase. 

The doctor said that with refereuoe to 
(i rat it was not so; with the socoiid stale • 
moiit he did not know; and with roler- 
ence to the opiiiui habit few c uses had 
come under his notice. It had not alto- 
^'ether been iiitroiluoed by Chinoso, but 
w.is a coininon vice. 

Coiiiinissioiier I Iray said that statements 
made in writing; to the cummission would 
be thoroni,dily iniiuired into to aS'jBrtaiii 
tluur truth. He spiike at .sonic loiiotli in 
regard to evidence that had been ijiveii by 
a member of liritish C diiiiibiii 111 the 
commons whore he stated tlmt white wo 
men were scrubbed in their bath tubs by 
male Chinese domestics, and said such 
lies ought tu be contradicted for tho fun- 
credit of the province. 

'I'ho chairman said before coming hero 
he was under the impression that it was a 
matter uf public notoriety that tliu wo- 
men of Hritish Columbia and Victoria 
were corrupted by tho influencii.s of the 
Chinese. Kroni his observations since 
cuniing here he thought th.'it the popula- 
tion of Victoria would compare favorably 
with any other community. 

Mr. Wilson, M. P. P., member for 
Cariboo district, was next exaininnd. Ho 
thought the nuuiber in Carilmo dislnct of \ 
Chinese would bo I'JOO. They cauie as 
laborers on foot, in bands of twonty or so, I 



uhodpiiig, but found that occupation filled 
with Chinese, and therefore they could 

not iirocure it, though they oiforod to 
work at the same rates; tlioreforo, many 
left the pri.viiico disgusted with "Chineao 
Colniubiii," ua they termed it.
